"We have the absolute endorsement of 200 
committed clergymen In support of Operation 
Breadbasket* 

"Ve will start negotiations tomorrow with bread 
companies to get new and better Jobs and Increase 
the Income and buying power for Negroes. 

Negotiating teams will be formed and we will 
move down the line of bread companies. The 
teams will investigate the number of Negroes 
enqiloyed and the kinds of jobs they hold. 

Ve hope these businesses will cooperate. But 
some have been recalcitrant and if that is 
the case we will call on the whole community to 
withdraw economic support." 

The article further stated that the united Pastors 
Association, which Invited Dr. KING to Cleveland, announced a 
campaign to raise $150,000 to pay for Operation Breadbasket and 
other programs. Pastors of all churches were asked to make the 
fourth Sunday of each month Freedom Sunday out of which would 
come 25 cents donation from each member. Further, pledge cards 
were distributed to the pastors for their financial support and 
help with other phases of the program, such as picketing, research 
and support of selective buying campaigns.

King, in remarking that he would address the 
Capital Press Club on Saturday, June 10, 1967, felt he 
would have to face the issue at that time. His advisors 
opined that if asked for a statement, it should be very 
general in nature, emphasizing the need to abide by the 
United Nations cease fire order since wars solve nothing. 

King concurred with their recommendation and said he 
would use the same line on Saturday when he makes reference 
to the Vietnam conflict.

^Levison advised King to seriously consider appointing 
Edwaof Toledo, Ohia as King's lieutenant, Levi son 
eflTphasized that Lamb is one of the richest men in Ohio, 
has control of television stations and has a long history 
of liberalism including a bout with Senator Joseph McCarthy, 
Levison pointed out that this is the type of individual who 
will work for a cause and accomplish things. King indicated 
that he may participate in a freedom rally in the Toledo 
area in July or August, which he had previously turned 
down. This will enable King to spend an afternoon with 4 
Lamb to personally evaluate and develop Lamb's friendship. 

King is confused by the confrontation and war 
between Israel and the Arab states. This development has 
compromised King's plans for a peace drive this summer and, 
rendered a peace march on Washington, D. C. at the end of^> 
the summer inadvisable. 

King also stated that he was disappointed by 
the developments in the Middle East since they have taken 
the emphasis off the Vietnam situation and given President 
Lyndon B. Johnson the respite the President desired from 
the Vietnam coverage. King desires to keep attention and 
pressure focused on the Vietnam situation in spite of other 
developments. Levison stated that this was impossible and 
that the better course for King to follow is preparation 
for a Vietnam peace drive after the Mid-East crisis has ^ 
passed since the peace movement as a whole is now totally 
immobilized. 

Levison advised King to maintain a middle road 
attitude on the Middle East and not be pressured by the 
pro-Israel forces since they are acting emotionally and 
irrationally at the present time. Levison outlined King's 
position as "Israel's territorial integrity and its right 
to a home land are incontestable, but war settles nothing 
and political questions should be settled by a Four Powe 
Conference or the United Nations and not war".

in civil rights efforts in Raleigh, North Carolina; Atlanta, Georgia; 
Natchez, Mississippi; and Chicago, Illinois. He was ordained a 
minister by the Reverend MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR. The article noted 
that he would head a SCLC staff of five young men in Cleveland. 

Another article in the above paper stated that the 
meetings planning the SCLC program in Cleveland would end on 
June 9, 1967. One of the major aims of the program will be the 
building up of the Negro economy. According to the article, this 
will involve not only the hiring of Negro workers, but also 
negotiating to get products of Negro companies on the shelves of 
stores here, use of services of Negro companies and the depositing 
of funds of Cleveland companies in Negro banks. The article stated 
this plan was outlined by* JESSE JACKSON, an aide to Dr. KING who 
directs the Chicago SCLC program. 

The Reverend ANDREW YOUNG, one,of Dr. KING'S top aides, 
stated that the program for Cleveland will not be a brief, blitz 
campaign but Is a long-term plan to weld the Negro community into a 
force which could continue its efforts in the future. He was 
quoted as saying, "Although we have become associated with massive, 
dramatic programs like those in Birmingham and Selma, Alabama, we 
have been working quietly with good results in about 30 other 
cities in the South." 

An article in "The Cleveland Press", issue of June 9, 

1967, stated that the Reverend KING was leaving Cleveland on that date 
after the conclusion of the planning conferences, but was expected 
to return on June 15, 1967, for additional planning. 

Dr. KIN G an nounced that he would seek an early meeting with 
Mayor RALPH S. LOCHKR on pollce-Negro relations and commented; 

"This is an area in which something can be done immediately. We need 
a responsible city administration to keep this movement non-violent." 

Dr. KING outlined the program for Cleveland as follows:

The article stated that JESSE JACKSON of Chicago will 
head the Operation Breadbasket Program and that the Reverend ANDREW 
YOUNG of Atlanta will work with other community groups involved in 
civil rights programs, such as the Council of Churches and fair 
housing groups.

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable in¬ 
formation in the past, advised on June 8, 1967, that on June 2, 
1967, Reverend Martin Luther King, Jr., President of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC), delivered a forty-four 
minute address to an audience Qf approximately 300 at Jones Hall, 
Virginia State College, Petersburg, Virginia. 

This address was the feature ofw' seven dollar plate 
testimonial dinner for Reverend Curtisjt<Harris, the Virginia 
S tate Preside nt, of SCLC, who resides ji n Ho pewell, Virginia. 

He was cited for his leadership in the field of Civil 

Rights. 


In Reverend King's address, he advised that the 
Vietnam War is a Nationalist one, and one. In his opinion,in which 
the Uhited States should not be Involved. He further added 
that his stands on the Vietnam War and Civil Rights do not in 
anyway conflict. He said they were both moral issues. He 
said he could not compromise with his conscience. 

Reverend King, according to the source, advised that 
"racial injustice is still the black man's burden and America's 
shame. This is not to overlook the fact that some progress 
has been made, and wfe who live in the South have seen these 
changes." 


King stated further that "sane people say It is 
going to be a long hot summer, but I say we have had a long 
cold winter." He said that the South ( and the State of 
Virginia have a long way to go before reaching racial equality.

King further added In his address that he plans to conduct 
aasslve campaigns for racial equality, primarily In Chicago, Cleveland 
and parts of Kentucky, this summer, and he personally would be In the 
first two places. 

A confidential source advised that Reverend King was In 
Virginia only a few hours while delivering his address. He arrived 
at the Byrd Airport, Richmond, Virginia, shortly after 5 P.M., drove 
to Petersburg, delivered his address, left the testimonial dinner 
for Reverend Harris at about 10:30 F.M. to catch another plane out 
of Richmond for an unknown destination.

This was, to the Rev, Dr. King 
a sobering thought. 

NO ONE CLOSE to the debate 
believes, however, that the Rev. 
Dr. King’s decision is final. He 
is under strong continuing pres¬ 
sure to head a third-party ticket 
on a peace platform with Dr.

The "San Francisco Chronicle," a daily newspaper 
published in San Francisco, California, for May 18, 1967, 
reported on the appearances of KING before the Commonwealth 
Club in San Francisco and on the campus of the University of 
California, Berkeley, California, both appearances occurring 
on May 17, 1967. 

According to this paper, KING spoke before an 
audience of 600 persons at the Commonwealth Club. The theme 
of his speech could be summarized in one paragraph in which he 
was quoted, "If we can spend $35 billion a year in Vietnam, 
if we can spend $20 billion to put a man on the moon, then we 
can spend billions to put God's children on their own two feet 
on this earth." 

The paper reported that 7,000 students heard KING 
at the University of California. The substance of his speech 
was contained in the following quote: 

"It costs $500,000 to kill every enemy soldier while 
we spend only $53.00 a year for every poor person. We seem 
more concerned about winning an unwinable war in Vietnam than 
in winning the war against poverty right here at home." 

The "San Francisco Examiner," daily newspaper published 
in San Francisco, for May 18, 1967, reported that KING received 
standing ovations at the conclusions of both speeches described 
above. Many students at the University of California carried 
signs advocating a KING and SP0CK political ticket in the 1968 
Presidential elections. KING stated that he has "no political 
ambitions whatsoever" and "I can't now think of myself as a 
politician." He was further reported as saying that they should 
spread the word against the war when they get out of school for 
summer vacation.

However, my letter was originally prompted by the fact that the 
statement has been made in print, in a magazine distributed through the 
facilities of the United States Mall with the special rates granted 
to periodicals, that the F.B.I. considers Martin Luther King to be " 
"dangerous". ( Church Herald , May 5 , 1967 , page 16). 

If this statement is authorized, then I would like very much to be 
able to see the exact':form of the release in which it was originally 
made.' 


If, on the other hand, it is unauthorized, I know that you are 
most anxious to prevent the use of the phestige of the,Federal 
Bureau of Investigation to do damage to a citizen of the United 
States. There is some legal way^ for you to disavow an unauthorized 
use of the name of your agency, when such occurs.

According to this article, MARTIN LUTHER KING stated on 
May 2, 1967, that the government must spend billions of dollars on the 
war on poverty. He continued by stating a civil rights leader spoke 
before about 800 persons in the auditorium of the Uhionvllle High 
School in Chester County. The talk was sponsored by the Radley Memorial 
Fund which is administered by the Philadelphia Ethical Society and the 
Kennett Society of Friends. KINS stated time will not solve the 
problem of prejudice and that legislation alone Is not the totKl answer 
although it can regulate behavior arid restrain harshness if vigorously 
enforced. He stated that in too many Instances this legislation is 
not vigorously enforced and the Negro cannot do the Job all by himself.

Another article in the May 16, 1967, issue of the 
Courier-Journal reported that because of a ruling by the 
United States Supreme Court on May 15, 1967, that juvenile 
courts must grant many of the procedural protections required 
by the Bill of Rights in adult trials, Jefferson Circuit 
Judge Charles M. Allen on May 15, 1967, ordered the three 
youths who had been i.eld in Childrens Center since May 2, 

1967, for allegedly having run in front of race horses at 
Churchill Downs Race Track, be released. A hearing had 
been scheduled on May 15, 1967, on issuance of a writ of 
habeas corpus to free the youths on bail; hower, the 
hearing was not held, and it was reset for May 24, 1967. 

Further, a hearing on the charges against the youths 
by Juvenile Court Judge Raymond F. Suell which had been set 
for May 16, 1967, was changed to May 25, 1967. The above article 
noted that although the Supreme Court ruling with respect to 
handling of juveniles did not mention, bail with respect to 
juveniles.
